The Bible pro-

turned every one 
to his own way." 
and "nil have sinned and come abort 
of the glory of God." Our history and 
our conscience bear witness to the 
truth or It. The prudent writer and 
reader must make the same humiliat- 
ing confession: T have trespassed 
s gainst my Ood." 

The evil thing Is already dona and 
the record Is already made. The 
temptation to think that we can do 
enough good to blot out the evil Is 
a subtle one. We cannot CO back over 
the road and live It over In aueh a 
manner as to hide the record we have 
left. We sometimes say, "I wish I 
could go back and do It differently.'* 
but time refuses to turn back for us. 
The record Is there and all we can 
say of it is. In the words of Pontius 
Pilate, "What I hive written I have 
written." The words spoken that 
should have remained unuttered may 
be forgotten but they ate all record- 
ed. The deeds of evil we cannot undo. 
The As are already commuted and 
the Shfifer should tot tie so much ex- 
ercised about what win happen in the 
future as about what has happened In 
(he past. 

There may be a difference la the 
number and character of sin* commit- 
ted, but trespass there la against each 
one. To trespass means to get "over 
the fanee" or "out of bounds." Ood 
has set bounds for man to walk in 
aad aa tar aa tho fatal i ns u l ts ere 
concerned one night aa watt be a 
mile out of those hounds as merely 
a foot. Ood says that "ha that keep- 
eth the whole law and yet offendeth 
In one point Is gailty o( all." If a 
man's life depended on the strength of 
a chain, alhe strong links would not 
avert the calaatropbe resulting from 
a weak link that breaks. One sin I* 
enough lo put one "oat of bounda" 
Therefore this la a proper confession 
tor everyone to make, -I have tres- 
passed against my God." 

II. The gracious comfort for the sin- 
ner— "yet now there la hope concern- 
ing this thing." 

In spite of the trespass whether 
large or small, every sinner has this 
hope- Ood says to all, "Come now 
and let us reason together: Though 
your sins bo as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow." The natural thing;

One who has been offended. This 
Adam did when Sod came Into Edeo 
after the fall. But not In Judgment, 
but Id grace does Ood coma Not to 
condemn but to save.

message from Ood'a Word Is, "Now 
is the accepted time, heboid today la 
the day of salvation " Many say-, 1 
will think about the matter.'' but tha 
Lord says "today" at once, now, not 
tomorrow. Many have gone to a hope- 
lets eternity just because they per- 
sisted In thinking about instead of 
accepting Col's gracious offer of a 
present salvation. ,And this text pro- 
claims a universal hope. Including all 
who have trespassed. It la extended 
to everyone. Over and over God's 
Word declares that "Whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved.'* "Whosoever will may cxnaa 
and take of the water of life freely."

~ 9t. Louis can only hosw,M remain the Fourth City by pre- 
cept and example. Laws, of regulation, have wemed a strong in- 
fluence in buildnz up the population of large cities. Adverse lawa 
have been disasteroua. If we recognize all peoples, with; equal 
rights and special privileges to none, we promote a feeling of well 
come tnat induues immigration. St. Louis must emulate the exam- 
ples of her larger sisters or her competitors will take her place. 
No city can be in the circle of the big four and admit to the world 
that she has within her confine a populous race of undesirables. 
Everyone~is aware that there is a large element of undesirables in 
every large city; but to admit or claim that there are, in addition- 
fifty thousand others who are- not fit to live in the same district, 
would be repulsive to the outsider. That is what segregation 
would do. It would not only retard the city's growth but decrease 
its population. St. Louis canr.ot overcome the laws of human 
nature, she can not grow, with segregation or any other discrimi- 
nation in her laws. There is a certain degree of human kindness 
in everyone's heart. Public humiliation is distasteful and repul- 
sive. St, Louia must strive to attract if she hopes to remain the 
fourth city. 



The following; article just issued in pamphlet form, by the 
National Association for the Advancement of Cok»ejL^eople. ex- 
plains the segregation idea in a nutshell. We reprint it for the 
benefit of all liberty-loving citizens. 

SEGREGATION AND ITS EVILS. 

Residential Segregation, such a* is proposed for the City of 
St. Louis, means the involuntary restriction ol the rights of Ne- 
groen lo own and occupy property where they may desire and are I 
lble The proposed ordinance provides that Negroes shall not live 
in a block, the majority of whose residents are white people, and 
vice versa, and provides a penalty for its violation. The improved 
blocks of the city being already largely occupied hy white people, 
Negroes would naturally.be kept where they are.

Insurance rates would natur- 
ally be higher than in other sections of the city" because of lack of 
police and fire protection and this would add to the rent Negroes 
would have to pay.

The district 
would speedily become congested, because Negroes increase tike 
other human beings, and would thus endanger health as well as 
bring other evils. 

RESTRICTIONS- 

Being able to live only in the ghetto, Nfrgroes would be charg- 
ed exhorbitant prices whoa buying or renting property. It would 
be difficult to si-cure loans on the property beeauno the holder of 
the notes' wou nl not be sun: he would not have to dispose of bis 
holding! at a loss in case the debtur defaulted in his payments; 
and because insurance would be hard to obtain or to collect in ease 
of loan by fire. * .* 

It a Negro who now owns property in a block where the ma- 
jority of the people are white, should move out, he would be 
unable either to mmt back or to rent his property to another Ne- 
gro. It would be an easy matter to prevent him from renting or 
selling his property to a white person save at a great loas. This 
would be confiscation of his property. And this would be true of 
property which Negroes own in blocks Where they might become 
the first residents, provided the majority of the people who moved 
in afterwards were white. Thus, no matter how hard a Negro 
might strive to take advantage of the growth sod progress of the 
city to increase his values or to provide a comfortable home for 
his f ami : ;. in a decent and agreeable locality, he could never be 
certain that he would be permitted to reap the one or enjoy the 
'Other. Be sure progress never travels toward the ghetto. Tbey 
are established U> get something undesnO_>le out of its way. 

A STIGMA ON MANHOOD AND VIOLATION OP RIGHTS. 
Set apart from the body politic like criminals, lunatics, those 
afflicted with contagious diseases, and prostitutes are, for no other 
reason than that of his color, the Negro would be stigmatized, de^ 
graded, disgraced, humiliated, and held in disgusting contempt. 
The community would naturally be led to look upon him aa a being 
different from themselves and whose rights they need not respectL_ 
It would b>-come indifferent to the injustices heaped upon him end he 
would become easy prey for the lawless and for all evil designers. 
'Tia not far to see his property destroyed or taken without re- 
dress, hi* children denied opportunity, and his every right as an 
American citizen would be nolated.

Strong Stalks. 

Tbe italk from which an ear la se- 
lected should be strong, vigorous and 
healthy. Indicating ability to win in 
tbe competition and' to ovecgjpme un- 
favorable conditions. We abould din 
eliminate against spindling stalks, ea- 
iip-'ally tbose that are small from the 
ear to the ground. Particularly should 
we avoid those atalka which have 
shown their weakneaa by breaking 
over. The ear h) likely to reel on the 
ground and gather moisture and mold. 
Height of Elr. ' 

Select ears f rem aa nearly tha same 
height and position on the atalk aa pos- 
sible. The higher growing ears will 
tend to make tbe corn later each year. 

If we go to the other extreme we 
■will soon gel an early, small, illm. 
flinty ear, with shallow kernel* and 
open furrows between the rows and 
the yield will be reduced. 

Drooping or Eract Ears. 

An ear that droopa Its noae slightly 
as the bank begins to turn yellow and 
open It preferable to one that standi 
erect, allowing tbe water to run uOarn 
under tbe husks and stand at thi butt 
of tht ear. which of course la unde- 
sirable. The drooping eara are gen- 
erally a little earlier than the erect 

Short Shank- Desirable. 

The, ear should be let en a abort 
•hank'.cloae to the italk. Eara on long 
shanks are more likely to be broken 
off and are a tfulaance to handle, espe- 
cially If the com la cut and shocked. 
Freedom From Dieeaaa. 

The stalks should be free from dis- 
ease such aa smut, nut, moid, etc 
I have seen casta where nearly every 
■talk coming from a certain ear wan 
affected, and so badly affected that 
there waa not a good ear on any of 
the 8»0 sulks.

able. It carries with It nothing but 
weaknesa. In the corn halt where the 
ear Is the moat valuable part of the 
plant, wt should secure the kind of 
•talk and foliage which win give th* 
grentaat proflt in grain, Thia wiil not 
be secured by heavy f oliag s.

Two Ban) Mt the Stalk Not Desirable.

Covering of tne. Ear With Husks, ' 
A heavy nwaa of husks on an ear or 
tha projection of tbe hoaka beyond th*
